A wonderful incident of childhood 


On page 60-61 of Malfüzat-e-A'la Hadrat, Part 1-4 [the 561-page 
publication of Maktaba-tul-Madinah, the publishing house of 
Da'wat e Islàmi] it is stated: Sayyidunā Abū Bakr 4x6::3152; had 
never prostrated to idols. Once in his early childhood, his father 
took him to a temple (idol house) and said, "These are your 
majestic and gracious gods, prostrate to them.” When Sayyidunā 
Abū Bakr Siddiq 4 Ja: G2 came in front of the idol, he said 
to it, ‘I am hungry, give me food, I have no clothes, give me 
clothes, I will throw a stone; if you are a god, protect yourself. 


How could that idol answer! He 42:52 threw a stone at the 
idol and it fell to the ground. On seeing that, his father became 
angry and slapped him on his blessed face. His father then took 
him from there to his mother and told her the whole story. She 
said, Leave him on his way, for when he was born, a voice from 
the unknown source was heard saying, 'O truthful servant of 
Allah 5ss%! Congratulations - this child is ‘Atiq [freed], in the 
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heavens his name is Siddiq [truthful], and he is the companion 
and close friend of Muhammad Lise tai je 


This incident was narrated by Siddiq Al-Akbar 2¢ Jtē s cēc 
himself in the blessed court of the Prophet Ñs als asl Uw ail Je. 
When he had narrated this, Sayyiduna Jibrīl sig: came to 
the court of the Holy Prophet Asaia 0543 1e and said, ‘Aba 
Bakr 4% Jzblce- spoke the truth and he is Siddīg” Imam Ahmad 
Qastalani has mentioned this Ķadīš in Sharh Sahih Bukhari. 
(Irshād-us-Sārī, Sharh Sahih Bukhari, Vol. 8, p. 370; Malfūzāt A’la Hadrat, 
pp. 20-21) 


Brief introduction to Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar 


The respected name of the first caliph, the Leader of the 
Believers, Sayyidunā Abū Bakr Siddiq 4x 32s 7 is ‘Abdullah. 
His Kunniyah [patronymic appellation] is ‘Aba Bakr’ and his 
titles are Siddiq and ‘Atiq. 

Jasa Dio! The meaning of ‘Siddiq’ is ‘One who speaks the 
truth’. He was referred to by this title even in the period of 
ignorance because he always spoke the truth. The meaning of 
‘Atiq is ‘freed’. The Holy Prophet Ñs 4s a wii Se conveyed 
glad tidings to him saying: 


Bi, cuida ue ote 
EN S5 Gee ESI 


You are freed from the fire of Hell. 
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This is why he 4 Jas az got this title. (Tarikh-ul-Khulafa, p. 29) 
He is ‘Quraishi’, and seven generations above, his genealogical 
tree joins with that of the Prophet of Rahmah, the Intercessor 
of Ummat, the Owner of Jannah -Lesalsese tai de, 


He A Js ai GA was born in Makkah Us 3 G55 44 sis, 
approximately two and half years after “Am-ul-Fil”. The Leader 
of the Believers Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar 4x 22s ces is that 
companion who was the first to testify to the Prophethood of the 
Beloved and Blessed Prophet -iss als «c Ut sii Je among all the 
people. He 4 Jiézs! eee possesses noble virtues and excellences to 
such a great extent that, leaving the Prophets «153 +46, he is the 
greatest and most highly ranked of all mankind. 


Amongst all the free men, he šie dtēasicec was the first to embrace 
Islam, and he participated in all Jihad’s (Islamic battles) with 
full devotion and valour, and being an advisor to the Holy 
Prophet -L:s4lsaceJtsatile in every decision in war and in peace, 
he proved his loyalty and allegiance by supporting the Prophet 
of Rahmah, the Intercessor of Ummat, the Owner of Jannah je 

les ls «de dis abl at every step of life. He passed away on 22 
Jumadil Akhir, in the 13" year after Hijrah (migration to 
Madinah) on the blessed day of Monday, after a splendid reign 


! The Year of the Elephant i.e. the year in which the ill-mannered and ill-fated King 
Abraha attacked the sacred Ka’bah with an army of elephants. To learn about the 
details of this incident, study the publication of Maktaba-tul-Madinah entitled ‘Ajaib 
al-Quran ma 'Gharāib al-Quran'. 

The 
Leader of the Believers, Sayyidunā “Umar 4 Jai! sec led the 
funeral prayer and Sayyidunā Siddiq Al-Akbar 4x šai c2; was 
buried inside the blessed tomb beside the Beloved and Blessed 
Prophet zs als ade UW abl Se, (Al-Kamal-fi-Asma-ur-Rijal, p. 387; Tarikh- 
ul-Khulafā, pp. 27-62) 


Who was the first to embrace Islam? 


On page 37 of ‘Savanih Karbala’, [the 92-page publication of 
Maktaba-tul-Madinah, the publishing house of Dawat-e-Islami] 
it is stated: “Although most of the blessed companions «4. 
and the Tabi'in emphasized that Siddiq Al-Akbar 4x 26 às cc 
was the first Muslim, some said that Sayyiduna "Alī 4% Sai! cc 
was the first Muslim, and others said that Sayyidatunà Khadijah 
Ge Weiler embraced Islam first.” 


Imam Abū Hanifah 46:57: has reconciled these opinions by 
saying that Sayyidunā Abū Bakr embraced Islam first from 
amongst the men, the Mother of the Believers, Sayyidatuna 
Khadijah Ge Jtēxscec was the first woman of Islam and Sayyiduna 
"Ali saasaa embraced Islam first among all the boys. 
(Tārīkh-ul-Khulafā, p. 26) 


Who is the most highly ranked? 


On page 38-39 of 'Savanih Karbala’, [the 92-page publication 
of Maktabah-tul-Madīnah, the publishing house of Dawat-e- 
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Islami] it is stated: ‘It is the Ijma’ [consensus] of the Ahl-us- 
Sunnah that, leaving the Prophets +! sz, Sayyiduna Abū 
Bakr is the most highly-ranked and supreme personality of the 
entire universe, followed by Sayyiduna “Umar žēticēc, Sayyiduna 
‘Usman Jic, Sayyiduna "Alī 3-Siagssdsabi and then 
the rest of the ‘Asharah Mubasharah [the ten companions who 
were heralded for entry into Paradise]. 


After this come the rest of Ahl-e-Badr [the companions who 
fought at Badr], then Ahl-e-Uhud [the companions who fought at 
Uhud], then the rest of the Ahl-e-Bayt-e-Ridwan [those who made 
the pledge of allegiance to the Holy Prophet -LsalsaeJtati Je] and 
then the remainder of the Sahābah = U6 ab cc. This Ijma’ 
[consensus] has been quoted by Sayyiduna Abū Mansūr Baghdadi 
GG a Are a, Ibn-e-“Asakir a UG ati 447 has reported that 
Sayyidunā Ibn-e-"Umar 4x J av! cēc said, “We would attribute 
Sayyiduna Abū Bakr, Sayyiduna ‘Umar, Sayyiduna “Usman, 
Sayyiduna "Alī ~# sic with excellence and high rank in the 
state that the Blessed Prophet isalas Uwaii Se was among us.’ 
(Ibn-e-Asākir, Vol. 30, p. 346) 


Imam Ahmad «Jak and other scholars have narrated from 
Sayyidunā ‘Ali -3iagssusabi.5* that he 2«Jtebicer said, ‘After the 
Noble Prophet =zselsecte Jsetije, Abū Bakr and ‘Umar sie lable: 
are the best of this Ummat. (Ibn-e-'Asākir, Vol. 30, p. 351) 
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Zahabi «t llē4slā< stated that this narration of Sayyidunā ‘Ali 
eagai is Batawatur [having multiple transmissions]. 
(Tārīkh-ul-Khulafā, p. 34) 
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Then I will give the punishment of a slanderer! 


Ibn-e-‘Asakir «i U6 a ās has narrated from “Abdur Rahman 
Ibn-e- Abi Laila «itc that Sayyidunā Ali 3 izssdlašākiašs 
has stated, “Whoever says that I am more highly ranked than 
Sayyidunā Abū Bakr and Sayyiduna Umar = 36523 az, I will 
give him the punishment of a Muftari [slanderer]. (Tārīkh-e- 
Dimishq lā Ibn-e-"Asākir, Vol. 30, p. 383) 


Wealth and life sacrificed for the sake of the Holy Prophet 


It is reported by Sayyidunā Abū Huraīrah 4 36:3 ee that the 
Knower of the Unseen, the Noble Prophet .i« als «ic Ut ati de 
said, 'Nobody's wealth has given me as much benefit as the 
wealth of Abū Bakr 4e U6 «sl cece” Upon hearing, Sayyidunā 
Abt Bakr 4x2; began to cry and said, "O Prophet of Allah 
oles alls eels SW ail Jel After all, you are the owner of me and my 
wealth.’ (Sunan Ibn-e-Mājah, Vol. 1, p. 72, Hadīš 94)

My dear Islamic brothers! Through this blessed narration, we 
learn that it was the "Agīdah [belief] of Sayyidunā Abū Bakr 
Ax Mail ez that we are the slaves of the Holy Prophet, and the 
owner of all of the wealth and belongings of a slave is his 
master. What even belongs to us mere slaves? 
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Kyā paysh karayn jānā kyā chīz hamārī hay 
Yeh dil bhī tumhārā hay yeh jān bhī tumharī hay 


What can we present, O Beloved? What belongs to us? 
Even this heart is Yours! Even this life is Yours! 


May I sacrifice my life for you! 


In the early age of Islam, anybody who became a Muslim would 
hide his Islam as much as it was possible, and that was also the 
order of the Holy Prophet -salsa Jide so that they could 
remain safe from the difficulties and oppression of the 
disbelievers. When the number of Muslim men became 38, 
Sayyidunā Abt Bakr Siddiq 4x26::67; requested in the blessed 
court of the Holy Prophet sls Utsabl Je, "O Prophet of Allah 
»lasallsade abl Se! Grant us permission to preach the message of 
Islam openly now.’ 


The Embodiment of Nur, the Comforter of the Souls, the Holy 
Prophet -1«s4)\sase usas je declined permission at first but upon 
the repeated requests of Sayyiduna Abū Bakr še W628! 525, He 
olssallsacledtéail je granted his permission. So, all of the Muslims 
went to Masjid-ul-Harām Ux 534 %0\ 53/5, and the first orator 
of Islam, Sayyiduna Abt Bakr 4x 26 «| c- began to deliver his 
speech. As soon as the speech started, the disbelievers and 
polytheists attacked the Muslims from all directions. Despite the 
fact that the honour and dignity of Sayyidunā Abt Bakr žē ltēsiieēc 
was acknowledged all over Makkah, the disbelievers still attacked 
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in such a way that his blessed face got injured badly and began to 
bleed to the extent that he ie Jtēssicec became unconscious. 


When the people of his tribe came to know about his condition 
they picked him up from there. The people began to think that 
may be Sayyidunā Abū Bakr 4x U6 s: c^; would not survive. 
Then in the evening, when he 4 Jisitcz recovered and regained 
consciousness, the first words to leave his blessed truthful lips 
were, ‘How is the Prophet of Allah -ss als «ds gts abi je? Upon 
this, he 4 Jia ce was rebuked by the people who said, ‘It is 
because of your support of him that you are suffering this 
misfortune, even then you are still calling only his name!” 


The respected mother of Sayyiduna Abū Bakr žē J% ss ce, 
Umm-ul-Khair brought some food for him but there was still 
only one proclamation on his lips, “How is the Prophet of Allah 
elssallsasle Jasi ie?" When his mother told him that she did not 
know, he ix Ji&2icez said, "Please ask Umm-e-Jamīl Ge t2 ces 
[the sister of Sayyiduna “Umar žē Jai cc]? In order to fulfil 
this heartfelt request of her beloved son in his oppressed state, 
his mother went to Sayyidatuna Umm-e-Jamīl Ge Jas ce: and 
asked about the Holy Prophet ss als «x 465 abl de, Due to the 
unfavourable circumstances of the time, Sayyidatuna Umm-e- 
Jamil G35::5* had still hidden her Islam, and because Umm- 
ul-Khair had not yet become a Muslim, Sayyidatunà Umm-e- 
Jamil Ge J&52: ces pretended not to know saying, ‘I don't know 
who Muhammad ss alls ae Jt ati Je is and I don't know who 
Abū Bakr 4x: is. However, hearing the condition of your 
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son has caused me sorrow; if you like I could come with you to 
see him. 


Then Umm-ul-Khair took Sayyidatunā Umm-e-Jamīl & Jeb! oer 
to her home. When Sayyidatuna Umm-e-Jamīl GeJeilcer saw 
the unfortunate condition of Sayyidunā Abū Bakr 4% J6 2s cēc 
she could not control herself and she began to weep. Sayyiduna 
Abū Bakr Siddig 4% 4% 2: az said, "Give me good news of the 
wellbeing of my Beloved Prophet Jsa swebi Je” Sayyidatuna 
Umm-e-Jamīl Gé dtēasi ces signalled to his mother to draw his 
attention towards her. When he &xJ&a:c said “Don’t be afraid 
of her’, she te Jail c then said, "By the grace of Allah Js:%, 
the Prophet of Mercy Ñs lsa Jai» is safe and sound, and 
presently he is at Dàr al-Arqam [the home of Sayyiduna Arqam 
Ax iaces]. He adad said, ‘I swear by Allah Jssse, I will 
not eat or drink anything until I gain the blessing of beholding 
the Holy Prophet {ss ss a Qi 2i Je” So in the last part of the 
night, his mother took him to the blessed presence of the Holy 
Prophet «sls 65:12 at Dar al-Arqam. The greatest devotee 
of the Holy Prophet, Sayyidunā Abū Bakr Siddiq 4x dt ab! cc 
embraced the Beloved Prophet {sasate 252) Je and began to 
weep. The Holy Prophet -{:slsaieJtéatit and the other Muslims 
who were present also started weeping because they could not 
bear to see the sorrowful condition of Sayyiduna Abü Bakr 
addle. Then he & ac said to the Prophet of Rahmah, the 
Intercessor of the Ummat, the Owner of Jannah Ísak Jule, 
"This is my respected mother, please pray for her to be guided and 
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give her the invitation to Islam.” The Beloved and Blessed 
Prophet 1s ls as Ut ab! Je gave her the invitation to embrace 
Islam, and by the grace of Allah Almighty Js:%, she became 
Muslim immediately! (A/-Bidāyah Wal-Nihāyah, Vol. 2, pp. 369-370)

Bearing hardships in the path of Allah 5««:- 


Dear Islamic brothers! Did you see the troubles and oppression 
that were confronted in the mission of the propagation of Islam? 
The greatest preachers of Islam devoted and sacrificed all their 
wealth, their efforts and their lives in the path of Allah Js:5<. So 
today, if we have to face some type of difficulty when travelling 
in a Madani Oāfilah, when doing Infirādī Koshish [individual 
Da'wah effort], when learning or teaching the Sunnah, or when 
acting upon the Sunnah, we should remember the condition and 
the incidents from the life of the greatest devotee, Sayyiduna 
Abū Bakr Siddiq «eic. 


In doing so, we should reassure ourselves, further increase our 
Madani work, and ignite within us the passion to sacrifice our 
wealth, our efforts and our lives for the sake of our Din, just as 
Siddiq Al-Akbar 4« 32s ce served the Din of Islam with full 
sincerity and steadfastness until his last breath. He was prepared 
to sacrifice his life in the path of Allah s:3e, but he never allowed 
even a fraction of a lapse to occur in the path of dedication. 
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He 4«J6xbleer made rivers of mercy and affection flow for those 
of the Sahabah (companions «+3! +4 of the Holy Prophet 
olssqlsack Jail de) who were suffering lives of oppression after 
they had embraced Islam. He 4x Jsi ces obtained the title of 
‘Sahib-e-Taqwa’ (a person possessing great fear of Allah Jss3<) 
from the court of the Almighty Lord Js: and he was also 
praised and commended by the Guide to the Path of Salvation, 
the Master of Madinah, the Beloved Prophet -salsa ati je 
because he would spend his wealth for the service of the Din of 
Allah Js: and in the love of the Holy Prophet Js wail Se, 


Bought seven slaves and freed them all 


It is stated on page 509 of volume 28 of Fatawa Razawiyyah 
that the Leader of the Believers, Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar 
A JG us c^» bought seven slaves and then freed them. All of 
these slaves had been oppressed in the path of Allah s:3, The 
following verse was revealed about him: 


But the most pious 
one shall be kept far away from it [the hellfire].

The snake of the cave of Šaūr 


On the occasion of the Hijrah [migration] to Madina-tul- 
Munawwarah, the confidant, worthy successor and closest friend 
of the Holy Prophet -ss als «x Jis abi de, Sayyiduna Abū Bakr 
Ax ac^; presented a remarkable and matchless example of love 
and devotion. There are slight variations of a few words across 
various books regarding the incident, which has been narrated 
as follows, "When the Sultan of Both Worlds, the Merciful 
Prophet .£«s4lsa3 uisi approached the cave of Saür, Sayyidunā 
Abū Bakr 4xJ&ez went into the cave, cleaned it and filled all the 
holes that were present over there. He was unable to find anything 
to fill the last two holes so he plugged them with his blessed feet, 
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then he reguested for the Embodiment of Nūr, the Comforter of 
the Souls, the Holy Prophet esalsasētēasi je to come in. 


The Holy Prophet ss «ls ale U6 ail Se then entered the cave, 
rested his graceful head in the lap of his loyal and devoted 
friend, Sayyiduna Abū Bakr Siddiq 4x 4% 2: cēc and began to 
sleep. There was a snake in the cave which bit the foot of 
Siddiq Al-Akbar 4x 623524, but may we be sacrificed for that 
embodiment of love and devotion! - he remained completely 
motionless and silent despite the intense pain and agony only 
for the reason that he did not want to cause any disturbance in 
the rest of Mustafa, the Essence of Mercy fks als ail Ute abl de, 
However, due to the intense level of pain, tears began to flow 
unintentionally from his blessed eyes. When some tears of love 
fell onto the compassionate face of the Beloved and Blessed 
Prophet iesalsade labi de, he -Lsallsaile Qai do awoke and asked, 
"O Abt Bakr <Utiebicez, Why are you crying?’ Sayyiduna Siddiq 
Al-Akbar i J 4s c^ told him about all the incident of the 
snake.

A mark on the toe of the Siddiqis 


The descendants of Siddiq Al-Akbar 4.652: 62 are referred to 
as 'Siddiqis and even today, it is possible for the mark of the 
snake bite to be seen on their toe. However, if it is not apparent, it 
is not permissible to doubt the Siddiqiyyat [lineage to Sayyidunā 
Abū Bakr žē 3&2: G2;] because this sign is not evident in all of 
them. 
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The servant of Madinah [the author, Amir-e-Ahl-e-Sunnat] 
once requested a Siddiqi scholar to show him the sign on his toe. 
He said, “My father made it prominent by scratching it, but now 
it is concealed again.’ 


Mufti Ahmad Yar Khan Na'īmī «62:4 has stated on page 
359 of “Mira-tul-Manajih’, "Some Salihin (pious people) have 
been heard to say that either snakes do not bite those who are 
from the offspring of Shaykh Siddiqi [Sayyiduna Muhammad 
Ibn-e- Abū Bakr, the son of Sayyiduna Abū Bakr who was a 
Sahabi] or if they do bite, the poison has no effect. This is due to 
the blessed saliva of the Holy Prophet -{:s\sas 52:1 which he 
olosellseele Mai le applied on the toe of Siddiq Al-Akbar 2JGsiicer 
in the cave of Saür after he 4 Jai eee had been bitten by the 
snake. 


In addition to this, there is a black mole on the toe of these 
descendants, and if the mother and father are both from the 
offspring of Shaykh Siddiqi then there will be a mole on the 
large toes of both feet. I have seen these moles on the toes of 
many Siddīgīs. In short, these are extremely astonishing marvels 
(i.e. snakes not biting Siddīgīs, the poison not affecting them if 
a snake does bite, and the presence of moles on their toes until 
today; all of these are the astonishing miracles of the blessed 
saliva of Rasūlullāh Losq\sase eset je).

(Madani Marvel). In this regard, I will try to present the narration 
of a devotee of the Prophet in my own style and my own words: 


‘Our Madani Oāfilah went to Nàkah Khatī (in Baluchistan, 
Pakistan) in order to learn the blessed Sunnahs. There were 
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four small lumps in the head of one of the participants of the 
Madanī Oāfilah and because of those lumps he was afflicted with 
pain of one side in his head. When he would suffer from that 
pain, his face would become black on the affected side and he 
would sguirm in agony. In the way, he was sguirming in severe 
pain, so we gave him some tablets and put him to sleep. 


When he got up in the morning, he seemed fit and healthy, 
and very fresh. He said to us, "By the grace of Allah Js:%, I was 
blessed with the vision of the Holy Prophet {s als ae Ut abl je 
along with his four closest friends ze J as! 52; in my dream. 
The Beloved Prophet īss ls «ic Jis asi Je signalled towards me 
and said to Siddiq Al-Akbar 2JGxbicez, “Remove his headache.’ 
So the companion of the Cave and the Grave, Sayyiduna Aba 
Bakr 4x Jtēaslceēc performed a Madani operation in such a way 
that he opened up my head and removed four black lumps 
from my brain, and then said, "Son, nothing will happen to you 
now.’ The brother narrating the incident said, “That brother 
had been completely and totally cured. On his return from the 
Madani Oāfilah, when he went for a check-up, the doctor 
exclaimed with wonder, ‘Brother! This is amazing! All 4 lumps 
have vanished from your brain!’ Upon that, the brother began 
to cry and he narrated the blessing of travelling in the Madani 
Qafilah and the account of his dream. 


The doctor was extremely affected and impressed and 12 people 
including some doctors from that hospital, made the intention 
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to travel in a Madanī Oāfilah for twelve days. Some of the 
doctors also immediately intended to adorn their faces with the 
sign of the love for the Holy Prophet -l:slsase wail de, i.e. the 
blessed beard.’

22 Madani Pearls of Zulfayn [Sunnah Hairstyle], the 
Hair of the Head, and More 


1. The Zulfayn of the Peace of our heart and mind, the Most 
Generous and Kind, the Prophet of mankind .i«4lzais deside 
would at times be the length of halfway down the blessed ears. 


2. At times, to the level of the earlobe, 


3. And sometimes, would extend to kiss the blessed shoulders. 
(Ash-Shamāil al-Muhammadiya lil-Tirmizi, pp. 18 & 34-35) 


4. From time to time, we should act upon each of these three 
Sunnahs. So sometimes, we should keep our Zulfayn to 
the level of halfway down the ear, sometimes to the level 
of the earlobe, and at times up to the shoulders. 


5. The Sunnah of keeping the Zulfayn up to the shoulders is 
often more difficult for our Nafs, nevertheless everybody 
should act upon this Sunnah at least once in his life. 
However, care should be taken to ensure that hair does not 
go below the shoulders. The length of hair can be correctly 
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seen when the hair is wet, so in the days when the hair is 
grown to practice this Sunnah, properly comb the hair after 
having a bath/shower and check that the hair is not going 
below the shoulders. 


A lā-Hadrat Imam Ahmad Raza Khan o* #\4#cse has stated, 
‘Keeping hair below the shoulders [i.e. lower than the 
shoulder level] like women is Haram for men. (Fatāwā 
Razawiyyah, Vol. 21, p. 600) 


Sadr-ush-Shari’ah Maulana Amjad ‘Ali «i J% as & has 

stated, ‘It is not permissible for a man to have long hair 

like women. Some people who call themselves Sufis (Ascetic) 
bear extremely long hair which runs over their chest like a 

snake and some of them even make their hair into ponytails 

or buns similar to women. This is all impermissible and 

against the Shari'ah. (Bahār-e Shari'at, Vol. 16, p. 230) 


It is Haram for a woman to shave the head. (Fatāwā Razawiyyah, 
Vol. 22, p. 664) 


It is impermissible and a sin for women to cut their hair 
short like Christian women of these times, and this act has 
been cursed. Even if the husband says to do this, the 
ruling still applies that the woman who does so will be 
sinful, because the order of the mother, father, husband, 
etc. will not be followed if it is contrary to the Shari'ah. 
(Bahar -e Sharī'at, Vol. 16, p.23)

Some people make a side parting in the hair either on the 
left or on the right; this is against the Sunnah. 


The Sunnah is to part the hair in the centre. (Bahar-e Sharī'at, 
Vol. 16, p. 231) 


Except for at Hajj, it is not proven that the Holy Prophet 
oles als de Jis ab Je ever shaved his blessed head. (Fatāwā 
Razawiyyah, Vol. 22, p. 690) 


Keeping the hair in some of the modern styles of today in 
which the hair is cut using scissors or machines where 
part of the hair is long and part of it is short, is not Sunnah. 


The Beloved Prophet 14:2 652312 has stated, Whoever 
has hair, he should take r egar d of it. (Sunan Abi Dāwūd, Vol. 4, p. 
103, Hadi 4163) i.e. he should wash it, oil it and comb it. 


Sayyidunà Ibrahim Khalīlullāh st at- was the first to 
organise a feast for guests, the first to do circumcision, the 
first to trim the moustache, and the first to see a white 
hair. He said, ‘O Lord! What is this? Allah J«s5 replied, 
"O Ibrahim! This is your grandeur,’ He then said, O my 
Lord! Increase my grandeur.' (Mu'attà Imām Mālik, Vol. 2, p. 
415, Hadis 1756) 

On page 224 of part 16 of Bahàr-e-Sharr'at, [the 312-page 
publication of Maktaba-tul-Madinah, the publishing house 


of Dawat-e-Islami] it is stated: The Merciful Prophet 
eissalats Íe has stated, Whoever intentionally plucks a 
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white hair, it will become a spear on the Day of Judgement, 
with which he will be stabbed.’ (Kanz-ul-'Umnāl, Vol. 6, p. 281, 
Hadīš 17276) 


It is a Bid’ah [Innovation] to shave or pluck hair around 
Bacchī (the few hairs which are on sides of the hair lying 
between the bottom lip and the chin). (Fatāwā Alamgiri, Vol. 
5, p. 358) 


It is Makruh [Disliked] to shave the hair on the neck. 
(Fatāwā Alamgiri, Vol. 5, p. 357) But it applies when the head is 
not shaved and the hair on the neck are shaved (many 
people do so when they have their beard neatened) but if the 
entire head is shaved, then along with this, the hair on the 
neck should also be shaved. (Bahār-e Sharī'at, Vol. 16, p. 230) 


There are four things about which there is a ruling that 
these should be buried; hair, nails, the cloth used by a 
woman to clean the blood of menses, and blood. (Bahār-e 
Sharī'at, Vol. 16, p. 231; Fatāwā Alamgiri, Vol. 5, p. 358) 


It is Mustahab for men to turn the white hairs of the beard 
and head reddish or yellowish in colour; for this purpose 
Mehndi [Henna] can be used. 


One should not sleep with henna pasted in the beard or 
hair. According to a Hakim, sleeping with henna pasted in 
hair causes the heat of the head to descend into the eyes, 
and this can be detrimental to the eyesight. This advice of 
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22. 


the Hakim was verified in such a way that a blind person 
once came to Sag-e-Madinah [the author, Amīr-e-Ahl-e- 
Sunnat]. He said that he was not born blind, but regrettably 
he once applied henna to his hair and then went to sleep. 
When he awoke, the light of his eyes had lost. 


The whiteness of the hairs of the moustache, the bottom lip, 
and the edges of the beard of those people who apply henna 
can become apparent after only a few days and this is not nice 
to look at. Therefore, if you cannot repeatedly colour the 
entire beard then at least try to apply a small amount of 
henna on these places where the whiteness becomes apparent. 


To learn various Sunnahs, buy and read the books Bahār-e- 


Sharīat Vol. 16 comprising of 312 pages and ‘Sunnatayn aur 
Adab’ comprising of 120 pages, both published by Maktaba-tul- 
Madinah. One of the best ways to learn the Sunnah is to travel in 
the Madani Oāfilah of Dawat-e-Islami with the devotees of the 
Beloved Prophet.
